Similarly, it is envisaged 
here that economic aid under

ceived as a means of ousting 
Soviet economic penetration 
from the Arab states. The 
U.S. also wishes to begin sup- 
plying -arms ta Egypt and 
other Arab states in order to 
replace the Soviet Union as 
an armoury for the Arab 
world. In this connection the 
US. envisages extensive aid 
to Jordan to prevent that na- 
tion from moving further to- 
ward the Soviet orbit.
